RETURN to an Order of the Honourable The House of Commons, 
dated 128 May 1847 i—for, 

AN ACCOUNT “ of the Sums which have been Advanced on Loans since the 
Commencement of the last Session of Parliament, for the Relief of Dis- 
tress and other Purposes in Ireland ; and of the Sums which may be 
Expected to be Repaid of those Advances ; — And also, of the Sums which 
have been Granted by Parliament for tlie same Purposes.” 



LOANS. 



1st. Under Acts 9 Viet. c. 2, and 9 & 10 Viet. c. 78. 

Sum advanced, 125,841 /. This sum will be repaid, with interest at four 

per cent., within 10 years. 

The whole sum was presented at the spring- 
assizes 1847 ; and the first instalment, 
amounting to 14,482 l. is to be collected be- 
fore the summer assizes 1847, and paid over 
to the Paymaster of Civil Services within 
20 days after the commencement of those 
assizes. The amount of the instalments will 
diminish as the repayment proceeds. 



2d. Under Acts 1 Viet. c. 21, and 9 Viet. c. 1. Half Loan and half Grant. 

Sum advanced, 476,000 1. Owing to circumstances, a moiety of 

390,093 T. only could be claimed at the 
spring assizes 1847, and that sum was pre- 
sented accordingly ; and will he repaid by 
20 equal half-yearly instalments of 12,535 /. 
each. 

The first instalment of 12,535/. is to be 
collected before the summer assizes 1847, 
and paid over to the Paymaster of Civil Ser- 
vices within 20 days from the commencement 
of those assizes, and the remainder will be 
repaid in 19 half-yearly instalments. 



3d. Advanced under the Drainage Acts, 5 & 6 Viet. c. 89; 8 & 9 Viet. c. 60; 
and 9 Viet. c. 4. 



The amount actually issued under these 
Acts for Drainage "Works, strictly coming 
within the meaning of the Acts, is 36,754/. 

In addition to the drainage loans in dis- 
tricts sanctioned under these Acts, loans 
to a certain extent have been made for 
drainage of the property of individuals. 

These issues amount to 10,735/. 



The mode in which these loans for district 
drainage are to be repaid, and the rate of 
interest to be charged, depend upon the 
awards of the Commissioners in each case. 

The repayment of the loan to individuals 
is to he made in the manner laid down in 
the Land Improvement Bill, which contains 
a clause to include them. 
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4th. Advances under the 9 & 10 Viet. c. 107. 



Up to Saturday, 22 May, the advances 
from the Exchequer under this Act amounted 
to 4,700,000 Z. 



The Act directs that these advances shall 
be repaid in half-yearly instalments, in num- 
ber not less than 4 or more than 20, with 
interest at 3 \ per cent. Supposing the 
whole sum advanced under this Act to 
amount to 5,000,000 Z., and the period of 
repayment to be fixed at 10 years in all 
cases, the half-year’s instalment will be 

250,000 Z. with the interest thereon. 

If one moiety of the repayment be given 
up, the instalment will be 125,000 Z.; and if 
the presentments are claimed at the summer 
assizes 1847, the first instalment will have 
to be collected before the spring assizes 1848 
and paid over to the Paymaster of Civil 
Services within 20 days after the commence- 
ment of those assizes. 



5th. Advances from the Consolidated Fund, under 10 Viet c 7 



The whole of the sum authorized by this 
Act to he advanced as loans has been issued 
to the Relief Commissioners, viz. 300,000 Z . ; 
and further loans to the amount of above 

600,000 Z. have been applied for. 



These loans are to be repaid, without in- 
terest, from the poor-rates as they come in. 
and the rates for this purpose are to be 
levied forthwith. 



6th. The Land Improvement Bill.
